The most anticipated event of the school year was the opening of the Wyndham Robertson Library. Hollins 
students bid farewell to Fishburne and welcomed the opening of the new library. The four-level traditional 
brick building is 56,620 square feet. The Passing of the Books, which included works of Hollins alumni and 
faculty as well as classics, was one of the opening events. Books were passed from the Cocke building by 
faculty, staff, and students into the new building. 

The new library differs from Fishburne in many ways. It features an additional 100 seats and more varied 
types of seating. Each seat will feature a computer plug that grants students access to the Hollins network and 
the Internet. Another feature is the two-story periodical and reading room. Students working on group 
projects will appreciate the addition of seven study rooms, which accommodate 4-8 patrons. The highest point 
in the building, the study loft, seats 5 students and offers absolute privacy and a spectacular view. Students can 
also take well-deserved study breaks in the coffee commons, which will sell beverages and snacks. 

Film, theater and communication majors will find the television studio and control room especially benefi¬ 
cial. They will be able to compose, edit and show their projects using state-of-the-art equipment. The screening 
room is also larger and accommodates 40 people. It has been designed to show films, videos, computer projec¬ 
tions and digital video disks. 

The Hollins Room, on the top floor, is designed to house and display the works of Hollins graduates and 
faculty. The Children's Literature Room, also located on the top floor, will hold Hollins' collection of children's 
books. It will contain furniture designed especially for small children. In addition to this, the whimsical colors 
of the room are more oriented to younger library patrons. 

The introduction of the new library is also indicative of Hollins' new status as a university. The new library 
has been designed with the needs of students in mind. The additional services it provides will benefit Hollins's 
students both today and in the future. - Alysha Warren
